The wise counsels of Tomochichi 
taught Oglethorpe to deal so justly 
with the Indians that no act of hos- 
tility ocourred until after the outbreak 
of the revolutionary war, when Eng- 
land, the mother country, incited the 
red man to bloodshed and germed him 
for the massacre of her children. In 
this reeord of colonial peace, Georgia 
Stands alone, peerless among the thir- 
teen. colonies. For & she is indebted 
to Oglethorpe and Tomochichi. Tomo- 
ehichi went to HBngland, where he and 
his party were received with honors 
by his majesty King George II. Who 
knows but that he inspired Pope’s beau- 
titul apostrophe: 

“Lo gy al Indian, whose untutored

Sees God, in clouds, or hears him in the 
wind, 

His soul, proud sciemce never taught to

The cooking sohool, under the auspicts 
of the Cherokee Club, is the alj-absorb- 
‘ing topic in Cartersville this week. 

It is being con@ucted by Miss Folger, 
teacher of domestic science in the Girls’ 
Normal and Industral college at Mil- 
ledgeville, assisted by Misa Whittaker, 
of the same department: Two sessions 
are heid daily in the club auditorium. 
In the mornings, from 10: to lj, Miss 
Folger lectures on “Household Hoonom-. 
ics.” In the afternoons she demon- 
strates different methods of cooking dif- 
ferent foods. The subjects and foods 
treated are very practical and compre- 
hensive tn scope. 

The club’ auditorium has been meta- 

morphosed into a cooking school proper, 
the stage being fitted up with a gasoline 
stove, serving tables and all sorts of 
cooking utensils aad other culinary ao- 
companiments, 
A pleasant feature of the week was 
the luncheon served by the club mem- 
bers 'Wednesday. Miss Folger demon- 
strated vVegetabies, and the results of 
“the démonstration”, were sufficient 
with the supplement of sandwiches, 
coffee and olives, to provide a bountiful 
luncheon. 

The houseke@pers of the town and 
those who are “contemplating’’ such a 
posttion, have come every morning, pro- 
vided with pencils and notebooks, and 
have jotted down for future reference 
many of Miss Folger’s points. 

Amother. very héipful feature is the 
page of recipes which is furnished 
every member of _the gechool. These 
recipes are tested in the presence of the 
pupils and tried, and pronounced perfect 
in every instance. " 

The high school girla, with their bright 
young faces, are among the most inter- 
ested listeners. The. superintendent of 
the schools granted them leave of ab- 
sence that they might take advantage 
of this exceptional opportunity.

* Osaka, Japan, i1909.—(Special Cor- 
réspondence.)—During the past two 
months I have been traveling through 
the farming districts of Japan. They 
Should be an object lesson to the United 
States. The country is kept like a gar- 
den, and it is as fat as the valley of 
the Nile. A great part of it, however, 
ig covered with forests. much of it is 
mountainous, and, all told, the culti- 
vated parts are half as big as the state 
@f Ohio. Nevertheless, this small area 
is now feeding more thar 50,000,000 
people, or more than one-half as many 
as we have in the United States. It 
produces every, year 100,000,000 busheis 
of rye, barley and wheat; 250,000,000 
bushels of rice, and nearly 100,000,000 
pounds of tobacco. It grows 56,000,000 
pounds of tea, 10,000,000 bushels of silk 
@ocoons, as well as buckwheat, millet, 
beans, indigo, cotton and hemp. The 
gice crop alone is worth $200,000,000 per 
' afanum. 
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Among the Farms. 

I can give you no idea of the inten- 
give cultivation which is going on here. 
The whole country is divided wp inte 
Patches, ranging in size from that of 
@ bed quilt to tracts of an acre or 50, 
and every bit of it is as clean of weeds 
as a «Overnment flower bed. There 
afte no fences, and one looks over a 
Crazy quilt, made up of patches of many 
@edlored crops, bound together with the 
green grass which forms the boundaries 
of the fielés. The Japanese fa are, 
on the average, not more than two acres 
im size, and only !6 per cent of all the 
‘holdings are of more than ‘four acres. 

The ownership is widely scattered. 
There are, altogether, aboyt eight mil- 
Mon families engaged in agriculture, 
and many of these have their whole 
Mving from two'acres of ground. Oth- 
ere have small tracts of their own, and 
rent more, As it is today, only about 
@ne-haif of the land is worked by the 
ewners. The rest is farmed by tenants 
who pay a proportioh of the crops of 
Wigh monéy rents. 

But come with me and take a look at 
the farming country. It is nothing like 

of America. There are no barns 
any stacks. There are no big fields 
ghd no cattie nor horses. The ordinary 

Japanese farmer would look upon a 
Pennaylivania bank bern as a temple, 
and worship in it i#f he saw ft. He 
@rould look upon our sheep as so many 
wild animals, and a Percheron horse or 


ae 


a shorthorn cow would be as much out 
of place on his little tract as the tra- 
ditional bull in the china shop. This 
is sO, notwithstanding there are some- 
thing like two million cattle and horses 
In Japan. Most of them, however, are 
used for freighting or as draft animals 
to carry geods over the country. They 
are always kept up and one never sees 
them roaming about or feeding alone in 
the fields. The cart is the chief farm 
vehicle, and it fs more often hacled by 
men or bullocks than by horses. 
All Hand Labor. 

On the other hand, the Amsrican 
farmer would be lost.if he came to 
Japan. If he brought along a reaping 
machine, his horses would tramp down 
his neighbor’s crops while turning it 
around in his fields; and, as for a 
thrasher, the people would mob him for 
taking away the work from the labor- 
ing classes. He could not use his 
Plows without he bought up a whole 
county, and his fences would .be use- 
legs tO say the least. He would be 
of good cultivation. He would 
and transplanted again in rows a hand’s 
breadth apart. He would see these 
crops weeded ag we weed onions, and 
would eventually see them reaped with 
sickies close to the ground, «After, cut- 
ting, the straws are laid end to end in 
little sheaves and tied with a wiap at 
the bottom. Each sheaf is then pulled 
apart, and hung over a rope or a pole, 
like washing, to dry. Later on, -the 
heads of the grain are cut off with «a 
knife, and thrashed out with a fiail. In 
many Places the grain is winnowed by 
throwing ft up into the air, and in 
Others the farmers 
hand fanning mills turned by a crank. 

Plewing With Mattocks. 

The work of preparing the iand is 
quite as hard as the planting and Nhar- 
vesting. The most of the country is 
dug over again and again every year. It 
is chopped with mattocks, which have 
blades four or five inches wide and as 
long as your arm. There are s0 made 
that the man or woman who uses them 
must bend double whiiile digging. 1 
have seen women with babies tied to 
their backs thus working in the rice 
fields. ‘Their kimonos are tied up over 
their knees, and they wade through the 
mud as they set out the plants. “I 
know of,no crop which takes so much

been grown from the seéds in nurser- 
ies. They are taken up and scattered 
over the water as needed. “Then the 
men, women and children of the family 
tie up their clothes and wade out im the 
mud. They set the plants out in rows 
or bunches of four or six plants each. 
‘They are so close together that it takes 
1,500 to 3,000 bunches per acre, 
, The water is left oh and the rice rap- 
|idty grows. 

The planting isa done about June. The 
rice soon appears above the water and 
within a few weeks the whole of the 
country is a beautiful green. <AJmost 
every plant is watohed. One sees big 
hatted farmers dressed in blue gowns 
trotting along through the fields, If 
they see a plant out of shape or not 
deep .cnough in the. water, they will 
reach down and fix it and in this way 
every rice stalk yields its best product. 
‘As to the amount of labor required for 
such cultivation, if you wil} imagine 
one of our farmers sprouting his wheat 
in a seed bed, and then setting out each 
Plant witb a dibble and weeding and cul- 
tivating it, you will get some idea of it, 

Harvesting Rice. 

The harvesting of the rice is éven more 
difficult than harvesting wheat. After 
the grain is cut, it has to be puiled from 
the straw and be husked before it can 
be used. If you’ will take a sheaf of 
ripe oats, and then pull them over & 
cross-cut saw, fastened to a plece of 
wood about the height of a table, so 
that all the grains are torn off, you will 
have a fair idea of how the Japanese get 
their rice from the straw. The grains 
are still in the husks, and the husks 
have to be taken off before it can be 
used. This is mostly done by hand, 
the grains in the shell being put in a 
mortar and pounded with a wooden 
pestie until the kernels are free. Some 
ef the farmers have rice mills, worked 
by water, and others hulling machines, 
worked by hand. Much of the rice is 
winnowed ty machinery, small hand 
mills being used. 

A good rice field ought to produce 
forty bushels to the acre, and some of 
the best lands here produce more. Ja- 
pan has altogether almost 200 differ- 
ent kinds of rice, and it raises some 
of the best rice of the world. Its finest 
varieties are so valuable that much of 
them sere exported’ to other countries, 
the. nation importing pooger kinds at 
lower priees for its own food. . 

Im the Farm Villages. . 
?The Japanese farmérs seldom live .on 
their farms. They have little villages 
of wooden houses, thatched with straw. 
Here they come at night and from here

'The people genérally work” in gangs. 
You seldom see a man™alone in the 
fields. A whole family, father, mother, 
boys and girls, all work together. There 
are many hired hands, and the wages 
paid are exceedingly small. It is a poor 
part of the United Gtates where a farm- 
hand is not worth 6 cents a day and 
his board, or where he gets less than $/5 
&@ month, if employed the year round. 
The wages here without board are '6 
cents per day for men and. '0 cents for 
women, with much leas for children.

There is a steady rise 
going on in wages of all kinds, and 
these cannot remain ag they are. 

In some cases, farm laborers hire out 
to work only on alternate days, devot- 
ing themselves to their own little tracts 
of lan@ during the rest of the week. 
Boys are often bound out to farmers 
for terms of from five to seven years, 
their pay being litthe more during the 
time than their board and clothes. Of 
late, I understand, there hase been 4a 
considerable movement of the farming 
classes to the cities, and just now there 
are many who are emigrating to Korea 
and Manchuria. 

Edueating the Farmers. 
Indeed, the farmers of Japan are rap- 


éverywhere and the boys and girlie of 
the caur + communittes attend them. 
Neaf. ry man can read and write, 
and most of the landholders know what 
is going on as to scientific soultivation. 
The government is doing a great deal 
along the lines of agricultural education. 
It has big agricultural colleges at Tokio 
and Sapporo; and there are thirty-siz 
smaller colleges which are teaching 
theoretical and practical €arming in the 
towns and prefectures. There are spe- 
cial colleges in Kyoto devoted to the art 
of silk culture, and instruction is also 
given in tea raising and in -the other 
specialties of Japan. 

The government has three hundred 
and ten traveling lecturers; who go from 
town to town and from district to disa- 
trict preaching advance agriculture to 
the farmers and instructing them as to 
insects; fertilisers and various crops. 
Some of these men are present at every’ 
agricultural show, and attend also to 
the experimental farming carried on -at? 
the public ¢xpense, 

Japan has now more than two hun- 
dred experimental stations, and there 
are other experimental stations estab- 
lished by the farmers themselves. The 


first of these, stations were organized - 


by men from our agricultural departs 
ment, and there have been many Ameri- 
can professors, in the colleges. Among 
the experimental etations is one for the 
Study of the tee plant and of all modes 
of curing the leaves and preparing them 
for the market. There is also an {m- 
perial silk farm and imperial cattle and 
horse breeding establishments. 
Stock Farming. 

Within the past few years Japan has 
done a great deal to improve its live 
stock. It had practically none of much 
value at the time that Gommodore 
Perry came here. It has now a million 
one 
can buy good beef at all of the porta 
When I first came to Japan tt was im- 
possible to get anything else but tinned 
butter. There are now numerous dairies, 
and fresh butter, urisalted, is sol4é im 
most of the cities. The masses of the 
people use neither butter nor meat. They 
live upon fish, rice and vegetables, 
which they eat with a sauce called soy. 

The most of the soldiers who went 
from the farms to Manchurie to fight 
the Russians there made their inst ac- 
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quaintance with beef in the consumption 
of canned meats from America, and it 
is probable from thie that a démand for 
meat may spring up. _ : 
As to catfie, the government has now 
an ftmperial breeding farm, which is. 
supplied with animals purchased by ex- 
perts, who were sent abroad for the pur- 
pose. The favorite cattle are Ayrshires 
and Simmenthals, a number? of each be- 
ing kept, 
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‘+ « Japenese Horses. 
The J@panese are doing all they can 
to improve their horees. The emperor 
has & number of studs and horse farms, 
and tie men are Importing animals for 
their improvement every year. He has 
Arabs, trotters, thoroughbreds and hack- 
neys, altogether numbering about five 
hundredg stallions and mares. There is 
now a horsge administration bureau, 
which {is under the control of the cabi- 
net, with an ex-minister of state as its 
chief. The business of this is to im- 
(prove the Japanese etook, with the es- 
pecial object ef furnishing better ani- 
mais ‘for the armg.-. I. understand that 
fifteen hundred stallions, of foreign 
breed are to be purchased and distrib- 
uted to the chief breeding center®#, 
where they are to be paired with native 


extend thirty yeers. 

At present most of the horses here 
are stocky ponies of Mongolian breed. 
They have been somewhat crossed with 
Percherons, and ase a result they are 
very strong and hardy. I see some of 
them hauling enormous loads on carts 
through the etreéts af the cities. They 
are always hitched up singly, and tha, 
driver inveriably walks, leading the 
horse. 

As to tmported horses, a number were 
brought here from America in 1872, and 
after the war with China systematic 
dmtroduction of foreign stallions began. 
At present there are 1,274 euch ani- 
mals in the various government depots 
and studs, 


New Agricultural Societies. 

I am ‘wurprised at the jnterest that 
the farmers are taking in improved ag- 
riculture. They have something like 
sixteen hundred different socteties, and 
new methods are being discussed in 
every town, village and ‘farming dis- 
trict. They are alive to the use of arti- 
ficial fertilizers, and of late have been 
importing a vast quantity of sulphate 
of ammonia. They understand thé use 
of manures better than we do, and ty 
applying them directly to the plants 
are able to get better resulta. Bvery 
Bit of stable manure is saved, and not- 
withstanding the comparatively smal! 
Ttrumber of animals, that now used in 
@ year is valued at almost twenty-five 
million donars. Another fertiliser 
which is largely purchased is fish 
gvuanc. This is made by bofling down 
herring for their oil, the refuse being 
eold to the farmers. Such manure 
brings In millions of dollare a year, and 
just now a great deal is coming from 
Baghalien, the lower part of which is- 
land Japen got from R®ussia. The 
herring fisheries there ars valhwmble, 
yielding an oi! cake which is ghipped 
to Japan. ag ; 

One of the most important fertilizers 
of the Japanese farmer is night eoil, 
which is weed to the amount of $26,- 
000,000 anntially. This is saved in city, 
village and country, and it has a regu- 
far market value. You can smell the 
‘wagons carrying this stuff at certain 
hours every night in any Jepanese city, 
ang at these hours it is beet to remain 
in one’s hotel. Such manure is fer- 
mented in wtlie covered with straw 
awnings to Keep out the rain. 
dipped out in buckets and sprinkled 
directhy wpon the plants. For this rea- 
eon the everage foreigner who under- 
stands anything about Japanese gariden- 
ing will not eat salads nor any new 
vegetables unléss codked.

No Relief in Sight. 


“The minority report on this bill states 
correctly that the farmer gets prac- 
tically no relief; on the contrary, 
heavier burdens are. placed upon: him. 
Oppregsive taxes are laid upon tea and 
coffee, for though nominally the Jatter 
article is on the free list, yet the pro- 
visions coupled with its importation are 
such that there is a strong probability 
that we shall have to pay more for it 
hereafter than we are paying now. Ar- 
ticles which every housewife uses in 
the kitchen, the committee declares to 
be luxuries, and has taxed them as such 
in this bill. And, think of %, my coun- 


man in the land uses every day, is taxed 
45 per cent. 

“The cotton schedule, as I have al- 
ready intimated, is a delusion and a 
snare, but one thing in it is perfectly 
understood, and that is that cotton socks 
and stockings and underwear are more 
heavily taxed than they are now. I care 
not, sir, whether the cotton mill.ds lo- 
cated north or south of Mason and 
Dixon’s line, the protection given its 
product makes the consumer pay a price 
higher than otherwise. would be the 
case. With the cotton nfill close to the 
cotton field, and with the reasonably 
cheap labor to be had in the south, the 
southern manufacturer of cotton goods 
could compete with all of the world on 
a much lower tariff. The excessive pro- 
tection is a burden on the farmer, north 
and south, who pays out of his pocket 
the extra profit to the manufacturer. 
If an import duty were put on cotton, 
it weuld not make a particle of differ- 
ence to the southern cotton planter, for 
in this field he is supreme. 

“A bulletin just issued by the cehsus 
bureau on ‘Supply and Distribution of 
Cotton for the Year Ending August 3!, 
1906,’ tells us that the supply of cotton 
in the United tSates for that periol was 
13,350,707 running bales, while the im- 
ports were only 143,490, of which all but 
about 21,000 came from Egypt. The 
southern cotton planter needs no pro- 
tection as far as the raw product is 
eoncerned, but he does need relief from 
the exactions caused by the high tariff 
duty on the manufactured articles;/ 
which enables the domestic manufactuer 
to keep up prices. 


Real Tariff Reform, 


“The cost of Mving in this country, 
Mr. C rman, has increased beyond all 
reason ‘In the last fifteen years, and 
upon no class of the population has this 
pregsed with greater hardship than 
upon the farmer. It is directly traceable 
to the Dingley tariff, which we are now 
engaged in ‘révising,’ and while giving 
due -heed to all that has been proclaimed 
on the other side of the house to the 
effect that this is to be a revision down. 
ward and not upward, I am extremely 
skeptical on the eubject. ... 

“The so-called revision now being un- 
dertaken. by congress is nothing more 
than a concession to the indignant cry 
of the people for relief. They may not 
get {t now, but it does not require much 
of a prophet to foresee that genuine 
tariff reform must come, and that it 
will come when the people, irrespective 
of party affiliations anywhere, make 
common cause and drive the money- 
changers from the temple of AmePican 
prosperity. f 

“When that time comes, the American 
farmer will be in the forefront of the 
battle and, whether he be in Georgie or 
in Massachusetts, in New Jersey, or in 
Minnesota; whether he be a democrat 
or a republican, or by whatever name 
the party with which he has been ac- 
customed to affiliate may be known, he 
will rally under the standard of fair 
dealing to all claeses of the people, and 
he will have his share in the victory.

Private Car, 


Wimberly Charges That Later, 
at Dakota in the Night, Gov- 
ernor Took the State Room. 
Says Governor’s Special. In- 
spectors Made a Favorable 
Report on His Place. — 


Minter Wimberly, of Macon, whose 
land in Twiggs county the prison com- 
mission wanted to buy for a prison farm, 
but which Governor Smith. refused to 
approve, has added an interesting chap- 
ter to the prison farm history in an open 
letter, which he has addressed to the 
members of the commission,,; . , — 

Besides defending his farm against 
certain statements made about" it by 
Governor Smith, Mr. Wimberly takes 
the wind out of a very intéresting and 
widely read story, handled by the state 
press onthe occasion of thie governors 
Inspection tour, when it was generally. 
published “that’ fie governor had” re-' 
fused to accept the courtesies of the 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad 
to the extent of traveling in a private 
ear which hgd been attached to the train 
for the occasion. 

The story was printed with big head- 
lines, particulgriy, in those papers 
which have been the governor’s political 
supporters, to the effect that refusing to 
enter the private car, he bought.~ his 
ticket and went to the chair cat, where 
he paid for his seat. 

Now comes Mr. imberly, who re- 
hearses this story, and adds, ‘‘This was 
in the daytime.” 

But, later, down at Dakota station,- 
and after the imspection of .the Greer 
farm, Mr. Wimberly charges that the 
governor not only went into the private 
car, but took the stateroom and went to 
bed. It looks like a shame to spoil 
Such a pretty story, but Mr. Wimberly 
is merciless in the relation, and he 
concludes, ““‘Fhis was at night.” 

Mr. Wimberly discusses the various 
criticisms of his property offered the 
commission, which have been made by 
Governor Smith, and asserts he is re- 
HNably informed that T. E. Fletcher and 
Cc. O. Goodwyne, of Monroe county, 
who went to inspect his place at Gov- 
ernor Smith’s request, and as his special 
representatives, and’ without his, Mr. 
Wimberty’s, knowledge; made a fayorable 
report upon the property, and went (‘‘so 
far as to recommend the place for the 
location of the main camp.” 

Mr. Wimbefly’s' Letter. 

Mr. Wimberly’s letter to the commis- 
Sion, which, in view of recent events, 
hes a state-wide interest, is as follows: 

To the Prison Commission, Hon. 5. 
S. Turner, Chairman, Atlanta. Ga.—Dear 
Sirs: The articles published in_ the 
daily papers purporting to contain. 
statements from Governor Smith of 
his :easons for disapproving the farm 
selected by the commission do my 
farm great injury, although it cannot

The governor has ‘the undoubted 
power to.disapprove any selection that 
the commission’ may make—and no 
g00d citizen should captiously attrib- 
ute to the exercise of this power any 
other motive than one prompted by 
the highest and most disinterested 
patriotism.

Therefore, I desire to submit to you 
consideration the following facts: 

When the ‘Wimberly place was offer- 
ed to the state, I stated to the com- 
mission that I offered it on its merits 
aloné;. that I desired it carefully ex- 
amired, and-if it was not-better adapt- 
ed for a prison farm than any other 
farm in the state, and at a cheaper 
price—that I did not desire the state 
to purchase—that I only wished it ex- 
amined and reported upon by persons 
without prejudice or bias, either for. or 
against it. | 
-#Hon. Wiley Williams made two per- 
sonal examinations of this property, . 
and reported that, in his opinion, it 
was the best of. all the places. offered. 

Mr. A. B. Coombs, superintendent of 
the state prison farm, and Mr. John 
Burk, inspector, an employee of the 
state, gentlemen,of high standing and 
practical farmers, were sent by the 
commission to inspect and report, upon 
this property. These gentlemen  re- 
ported favorably upon it. - 

After the prison commission unan-_ 
imously reported that-my farm was, 
everything considered, the best bar- 
gain for the state, Mr. McCallie, the 
state geologist, was sent by Governor 
Smith to, examine, its, clays, and . Re- . 
ported that ‘there was sufficient quan- 
tity of brick clay upon the property 
for practical purposes. fl as. ) 

The governor sent Mr. T. E. Fletcher 
and Mr. C. O., Goodwyne, of Monroe 
county, two gentlemen of undoubted | 
judgment, and of highest personal in- 
tegrity. to visit and inspect the prop- 
erty. I told the governor that I re- 
gretted not being notified of their visit, 
in order that I could provide them with 
something to eat, a. place to, sleep and 
horses to -ride. I frankly confess that 
I do not think that I was wrong in my 
desire to make comfortable as far as 
possible every guest who crossed my 
threshold. The governor said that he 
did not notify me of their visit of in- 
spection because he did not wish them 
to see the property “through your (my) 
spectacles.” The high standing and 
business success of these two men pre- 
clude the idea that they look at prop- 
erty they purchase for themselves or 
examine for others through anybody's 
spectacles but their own. The two 
gentlemen made a most careful and 
thorough examination, spending sev- 
eral days upon the property. 

I am reliably informed that Mr. 
Fletcher and Mr. Goodwyne made a 
very favorable report upon the prop- 
erty to the governor, going so far as 
to recommend the place for location of 
main camp. , 

The gayernor telephoned.-me to come 
to see him in reférence to the place, 
and during a very pleasant interview 
I requested him to #¥isit the property, 
and offered to get a private car. Know. 
ing that he could go to Adams Park on 
thernight train, get:an early start and 
return in’ the evénitig and take’ the 
night train back to Macon—there being 
no place to sleep closer than Ingle- 
The regular train arriving at 
Adams-Park ‘at noéh and the returning 
trains leaving at 4 p. m. and 8:40 a. m.. 
This would have been a great con- 
venience to myself, and I believe much 
more pleasant for the Governor and 
General Evans. I could not see any. 
harm in it, but the governor absolutely 
declined, saying that if the members 
of the prison commission went in a 
private oar, he would not *go onthe 
‘ame train. Of course, that settled it.

The power is not lacking; the governor himself admits its existence. 


In an interview given only a few days ago to The New York Times, Gov: | 
ernor Smith assétts the existence of this power in almost the same sen- 
tence in which he practically admits that there has been NO USE MADE 


OF IT in the redemption of campaign pleages. 


Here is what he says: 


The stories that have been sent out from the state about ‘asupite railroad and 
corporation legislation have been 5 preest exaggerated. Our railroad legislation 
bas consisted of an amendment”to the railroad commission bill, giving to the 
commission general supervision over public service companies, and substan- 
tially the same authority ag the now York law gives to the public service com- 
inission of this state. 


If the power exists to-do things promised, surely it is pertinent to ask, 
even without approval, why they have not been done, since they were the 
pledges upon which the administration went intg power. 


Again, in the same interview, Governor Smith says: 

In matters of taxation the railroads and public service companies in Georgia 
bear a less part of the public burdens than they do in New York and in the 
New England states. In the city of Atlanta the property of the average private 
citizen is assessed at nearer actual value than property of the railroads and 
public service companies throughout the state. 


Pertinent again it is, unquestionably, to ask why this is true? Why, 
if the power exists, as it admittedly does, has not equalization been ‘here 


railroads are favored over the “average citizen of Atlanta” in the matter 
of taxation. 

We may have our own opinion as to why these campaign pledges have 
not been fulfilled, and as to the unwisdom of their materialization, but that 
is neither here nor there. 

The fact is, and it cannot be denied, that this administration is ap- 
proaching the close of its existence with a record which discloses higher 
instead of lower freight rates. | 

It is going out without the port rate proposition, a foremost campaign 
issue, even having been dragged into the commission by the back door or 
mentioned in subdued whisper. 


It is approaching dissolution without a dollar of that $4,000,000 having 
been returned to the people, but with perhaps a million or two dollars 
added to it. 

There have been no charter revisions, and no serious talk of them— 
and no auction bids, except that of the bankrupt sale. 

The people are entitled, in all fairness, to know direct from headquarters 
why these things are so. 

One of two things is their just due—performance or confession. 

It matters not that the political execution has already taken place; 
that silence was as thick as a London fog while the gibbet- was being 
prepared. 

It is not necessary to enter into the question of justice or injustice 
in those pledges. 

It still remains that there were things promised and not performed. 

There still remain the power and the time for such performance—two 
months and a half! 

Will the administration, in the interim preceding its political obsequies, 
take advantage of the opportunity to make good, or will it come out and 
admit, as the .facts have proven, that the whole thing was a political 
bunco. game?

BONDS AND THE TRANSPORTATION TRIANGLE. 


One of the striking features of the tariff speech before the national 
house of representatives of Congressman Dudley M: Hughes, of the third 
congressional district, and summarized elsewhere, is his tentative sugges- 
tion of a federal bond issue of $50,000,000, to be expended in instituting a 
good roads system for the naticn. 

The idea may not be original with Mr. Hughes, but the setting in 
which he places it gives the proposal absolute uniqueness. 

Contending that an appropriation of this magnitude would be only a 
Mr. Hughes main- 
tains with perfect logic that its application toward the development of good 
roads would be of approximate, if not greater, benefit to the average Amer- 
ican farmer. 

if we are to lavish several hundreds of millions each year in maintain- 
jing an army and a militaristic navy, and eastern dry docks of more service 
on blue prints than in actuality, why should not the producers and business 
men Of the nation be provided with internal transportation facilities 
which spell saving and a positive development mounting into millions of 
dollars annually? 

Much stress has been laid by state and nation on bettering and éxtend- 
ing railroads and waterways. Of equal, perhaps greater, importance is the 
} betterment and extension of the trunk and brarich highways that feed both 
railroads and waterways. 

There is little advantage in increasing mileage and rolling stock and 
deepening rivers and harbors, when the cost of transporting crude products 
from the farm to the railroad or water station is several times the cost’ of 
transporting them from the Jatter point to the second stage of the journey. 

The development of our transportation facilities, to be just, adequate 
and logical, must be symmetrical. Roadway improvement is the third leg 


in the triangle of transportation, concerning which no man argues ad- 
versely. 

As Representative Hughes says, it will become a reality when the farm- 
er emphasizes his wishes to his individual congressman.

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BANKRUPTCY THE PRICE OF PEACE. 


International interest and thought must center upon the prospect of the 
bankruptcy of nations, predicted by England's foreign secretary, Sir Edward 
Grey, unless there comes cessation of the mad race for armaments. 

In effect, be pictured ultimate European bankruptcy as the price of 
doubtful peace. 

And in Secretary Grey’s opinion, cessation of this extravagant rivalry is 
hopeless. ’ 

The United States are almost as deep rooted in this rivalry for arma. 
mehts as Germany, france, England and all the rest of them. 

Congress calmly appropriates $250,000,000 to army and navy, while fac- 
ing a treasury deficit of more than $10,000,000. . 

All of which means more taxes, and the tariff, paid by the people, must 
provide the funds. 

England, in her determined ettort to outdistance Germany and France 
combined, is short of funds and is looking to her colonies to furnish “Dread- 
noughts” for her navy. New Sentane has promised one and Australia will 
give two. 

Every year the world’s naval exponditeres climb higher by many millions, 
which the people must pay, though the limit of taxation seems reached. 

The old system, which taxed toil to pay for feudal luxury and display, 
may have had less excuse, but in effect the two are not far apart.

Sound business sense is back of the policy whereby the Farmers’ Union 
is preparing to broaden its facilities at Union City for instructing members 
in the science of grading cotton. 

Primarily intended to supply the demand for clerks in the multiplying 
warehouses of the order, the enlarged school must also have the effect of 
sending forth missionaries into every southern state, equipped to pass their 
valuable knowledge on to lay members of the association. 

Heretofore, the farmer has been virtuaily at the mercy of the buying 
interests in the vital matter of cotton classifications. As a rule, of course, 
the reputable cotton houses employ only honorable buyers and samplers. 
The farmer has suffered less than may be imagined.

USELESS CATTLE MADE FAT AND HEALTHY 
BY THE USE OF COTTON 


SEED PRODUCTS 


Herd of Cattle Near Americus_Being Fattened on Cotton Seed Meal and Hulls. 


-_-— 


Americus, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)— 
Two thousand pounds of succulent flesh 
are being put on 600 cattle on the out- 
skirts of Americus every day. 

Car load after car load of lean, hun- 
gry, run-down cattle have been brought 
to Americus during the past few weeks. 
They represénted the scourings of the 
woods of a number of wire-grass coun- 
ties, as well as some of the Florida 
counties along the line. They had come 
through the winter as best they could, 
depending entirely upon such grass as 
they could find,in the woods for their 
support. Existence had been a stren- 
uous task for the greater number of 
them, and their owners were not at all 
averse to selling them for whatever 
they would bring, especially as it was 
an open question as to how many of 
them would survive and fatten suffi- 
ciently to ever become fit for market- 
tng. 

Loaded into cars and brought from 
100 to 300 miles to Americus, the cat- 
fle were unloaded here in anything but 
a prepossessing condition. But the

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NEED REVISION 


Comptroller Urges an In- 
_. heritance Tax. 


Says . Future — Appropriations 
Must Be Held Down Until 
the State’s Revenue Is In- 
‘creased From .Other Than 
Present Sources. 


—— 


Comptroller General. William A 
Wright's annual-report to the legisia-~' 
ture, transmitted through Governor 
Smith, which came from the printer 
yesterday, contains some interesting 
and important statements with refer- 
ence to financial. and other affairs of 
the state, 

Dealing with the condition of the state 
treasury, the comptroller general shows 
how, as.a result of increased tax as- 
sessments and the securing of funds 
from unexpetced sources, such as back 
taxes on. Western of Alabama stock 
from the Georgia and Central of Geor- 
gia railroads, the state hag managed 
up to'the present time to strike a bal. 
ance between income and expenditures, 

But," he points out, unless there is a 
large increase in tax returns this year, 
which can scarcely be expected, it will 
scarcely be possible to meet the in- 
creased appropriations with this year’s 
income, . 

Suggests Tax on Inheritances, 

Comptroller General Wright calls at- 
tention as follows to the problem which 
the state faces: 

“It shoul@ be'gstated for your informa. 
dion, however, that unless there be a 
very large increase, which I do not 
think we can expect, in our tax assess- 
metns for the year 1909 with the still 
increased appropriations for that fiscal 
year, it will not be possible to meet the 
appropriations even with a temporary 
loan of the full amount of $200,006 au- 
thorized by law. It must be borne in 
mind that we have only been able to 
meet the continued increased appropri- 
ations bécause of the corresponding in- 
crea3e in revenue defived from unpar- 
alleled increases annually in our taxa- 
ble property. This cannot be reason- 
ably expected to continue for the rea- 
son that the general extraordinary con, 
ditions which thave produced these re- 
sults do not now exist, and perhaps will 
not again for some time to come at 
least. Indeed, I think this is clearly 
indicated by the fact that only a nom. 
inal increase is shown in this year’s 
valuation over last. Appropriations 
therefore, must be held down in future 
until our revenue is increased from 
other than present sources. Just here 
I might add that the revenue- of the 
state could be largely supplemented by 
extending the provisions of our laws 
taxing occupations. It might also be 
largely increased by providing for the 


taxttion of inheritances as 
many of the states.” sales. 


Why Schools Are Behind. 
fhe comptroller ‘general shows the 
reason why the public schools are behind 
with their payments, is that the schools 
were started a year before the money 
was collected to pay the expense of run- 
At a time when’ the ; - 
priation was small, however. it barsingah 
easy matter/to meet it. Now it has 
grown, in 1909, to $2,250,000, and the 
difficulty is, of course, greatly exag- 
erated. 

A marvelous increase in the state’s 
taxable values is shown, from $251.- 
424,651 in 1880, to $705,382,425 in 1908, 

The negro taxpayers of Georgia’ now 
Pay taxes On property valued at $27,- 
042,672, an. increase since !880 of near- 
ly $22,000,000. 

The comptroller general says that the 
law providing for the collection of a 
tax on near beer ought to have provided 
some compensation for the ordinaries 
upon whom was put the duty of its 
collection. He thinks the act should 
be so amended as to require in future 
that this tax be collected by the tax 
collectors, and that they should be paid 
the Same compensation as was formerly 
paid them for oellecting the liquor tax. 


Amendment of State’s Tax Law. 
Upon the important subject of amend- 
ment to the tax laws f the state, Comp- 
troller General Wright. says: 


“A thorough revision of our revenue 
System is needed and has been repeat- 
edly urged by this department. This 
is a subject of vital importance to all 
ciasses of citizens and should receive 
the attention of the general assembly 
at its approaching session. The defec- 
tive and disjointed machinery’ for 
assessing property for taxation not 
only permits but encourages* much of 
the taxable property of the state to 
escape taxation altogether, and a very 
much larger proportion to evade its 
gust and equitable part. It is not neces- 
sary for me to state that the evils of 
Our system obtain equally in the case 
of assessment of property of indi- 
viduals as well as corporations and as 
well in the several counties of the 
State. Indeed, it is a well-known fact 
that in many cases the assessment of 
property in counties adjoining each 
other, and where practically like con- 
ditions exist, vary very widely, thus 
placing on citizens in one g@punty 
heavier burdens than are borne by 
their neighbors in the other. All tax- 
ation should be uniform and a system 
of assessment of pfoperty should be 
provided to accomplish as far as possi- 
ble absolute uniformity. Just in so far 
as this is not obtainable the system 
is defective and necessarily lays the 
burdens of the government unequally 
and unjustly. In addition to the lack 
of uniformity and cquality in our tax 
assessments which 1 have said so unl- 
versally obtain under our present sys- 
tem, there is.,yet a much greater evil 
resulting fro it, to which I would 
respectfully invite your attention. I 
refer to the listing for taxation of such 
property as might be termed invisible 
personal property, sueh as. notes, 
mortgages, accounts, stocks, bonds, and 
choses-in-action. It is a generaily 
known fact that this class of property 
in this state represents a considerable 
part of ithe wealth of Georgia,, yet it 
is equally true that but a very small 
amount of it is ever returned for tax- 
ation. Some method should be adopted 
to reach this property and place it on 
the tax books and thus compel it to 
bear its just burdens of the govern- 
ment. The spy of Alabama has a4 
statute provi fig for county tax com- 
missioners te yOok up a!l omitted prop- 
erty from the tax rolls of their coun- 
ties, their compensation for such ser- 
vice being solely on the commission 
basis. I might add that the city of

The comptroller. general, who is also 
insurance commissionef. deals w th the 
work of the insurance department of 
the state, and makes some important 
recommendations in this respect. 

The state’s income has increased from 
insurance licenses and fees in 1888, 
when it was $24,558.25, to $144,056.89 
in 1908. 

The powers of the insurance commis- 
sioner, he asserts, should be so en- 
larged as to provide for state regula- 
tion and supervi n of the imsurance 
business in fact as well as in name. 
For the protection of the public he 
says all classes of insurance concerns, 
including fraternal beneficiary orders, 
should be placed under his jurisdiction. 
The department should be givén the 
power to make complete and ‘exte-ded 
examinations of any insurance com- 
pany whenever it is deemed necessary. 


In all cases of fraudulent or dishonest | 


mractices' the insurance commission 
should be given full power to revoke 
license and to refuse to license. Both 
assessment life companies and fraternal! 
beneficiary associations should be made 


subject to examination and supervis.on |

FOR WATER PIPE

Interesting Suggestion by 
Capt. Clayton--Charter 
Amendment Needed. 


At the meeting of the sewer commit- 
tee Saturday morning City En#mineer 
Clayton suggested to Mayor Maddox a 
plan whereby the many unhealthy sur- 
face closets in the city may be done 
away with and more healthful con- 
trivances substituted in their stead. 

Captain Clayton's plap is to Jay water 
pipes in the districts that lack them 
and pay for them on an assessment 
plan, ag sewerage is now done. 

It was when Mayor Maddox came be- 
fore the committee to ask if some re- 
lief could not be had in this direction 
that Captain Clayton made the sug- 
gestion, which seems to be a most valu- 
able one. 

The idea met with the approval of 
the committee, but before it can be car- 
ried out a charter change is necessary. 

City Wngineer Clayton admitted to 
Mayor Maddox that there are in the 
city 10,000 houses that have surface 
closets, and that this condition exists 
in. alleys and side streets wh have 
no water, as well as in other places. 

Perhaps the plan is more reasonable 
than that’ of laying sewers, as Captain 
Clayton thinks that the best wey to 
work it is to allow the property owners 
rebates on their water bills. Property 
owners having vacamt lots would have 
to pay the assessment on the water 
pipe, but would receive rebates once 
they built houses on their lots and 
made water connections, making a fair 
and equitable proposition for all. 

“Without water, sewers are impossi- 
ble,’ said Captain Clayton, “but this 
plan would solve the problem at a very 
small cost. Something in the neighbor- 
hood of 75 cents or $1! a front foot 
would be all necessary to assess, and 
the benefits derived would more than 
pay the property owners what little 
they had to spend. It might appear 
eteep in somé instances, but the rebates 
must not be overlooked. It seems but 
fair that the city should reimburse the 
property holders.’’ 

Under this system the sewers in these 
distric could be laid also on the as- 
sessme mlan,. and surface closets 
which far years have been feared by 
Atlanta because of the evident unhealthy 
conditions, could be abolished ‘forever.

Labor Leader Succumbs 
After Long I!Iness. 


Funeral Services of Former 
President of Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades Will Be Con- 
ducted at Residence at 3:30 
O’Clock This Afternoon. 


Patrick H. Moore, for sixteen years 
connected with the internal revenue de- 
partment of the northern district -ef 
Georgia, and for many years.one of the 
foremost figures in the southern labor 
world, died at his residence, No. 7 
Doane street, yesterday afternoon at 
4:35 o'clock. He wae 46 years of age, 
and is survived by his wife and two 
brothers, the latter residents of Glas- 
gow, Scotland. He had been ill for a 
long time. , 

For more than fifteen years the de- 
ceased was a leading spirit in labor 


circles, not only in Atlanta, but in Geor-

gia. To his unceasing efforts in behalf 
of this cause is largely due not only the 
advancen ent of la@bur interests, but a 
number of legislative_ enactments 100K- 


classes. As a member of the legislative 
committee of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, he worked unceasingly and with 
success for the passage of the child 
labor bill and the labor commission 
bills. A number of years ago he began 
a fight for the repeal of the act provid- 
ing for the leasing of state convicts to 
private individuals and corporations, and 
not once did he quit the fight unti] the 
repeal bill was passed last year. 

Mr. Moore was one of the founders of 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades, of 
which organization he was twice elect- 
ed president. To him went the honor 
of presiding over the first meeting of 
the State Federation of Labor, which 
was held in this city in April, 1899. 
Present at this meeting were men of 
national reputations as labor workers 
and leaders. In 190! he was sent as a 
delegate to the American Federation of 
Labor, which convened that vear in 
Louisville. His thorough knowledge of 
economic questions, combined with his 
magnetic personality, made him one of 
the leading spirits at this convention. 
He was once president of the Tailors’ 
Union. The Federation of Trades will 
meet at 2 o'clock today to take action 
on his death. 

For a number of years Mr. Moore was 
a member of the Tailors’ Union, and his 
work in this organization» was no less 
fruitful than was that in the federa- 
tion of Trades. 

Mr. Moore was a native of Scotland, 
born in Glasgow in 1863. In i188! he 
came to New York, and two years later 
made Atlanta his home. Since that time 
he has lived continuously here. For a 
number of years he was proprietor of a 
wéll-known tailoring establishment, 
which he finally quit to accept a position 
in the office of the local collector of jn- 
ternai revenue, which position he held at 
the time of his death. He was a Mason 
and a Knight of Pythias. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, Mrs. Mary C. Moore, 
and two brothers, of Glasgow.

“I introduced that bill two years ago,’’ 
Said Mr. Murdock late today, “and no 
One paid any attention to it.’’ 

In 1836 there was a surplus in the 
federal treasury of $38,000,000, due 
largely to the sale of public land in 
the central west. Congress authorized 
the distribution among the states; upon 
their promising to repay it upon de- 
mand of the secretary of the treasury. 
After $28,000,000 had been distributed, 
but before the fourth 
been paid, congress passed another law. 
postponing payment of the final in- 
stallment, and incorporating .as a 
“jokér” a proviso that the money dis- 
tributed should be subject to the’ de- 
Mand of congress instead of the secre- 
tary of the treasury. It is said that 
the matter of the repayment was called 
to Mr. Murdock’s attention by the claim 
of Virginia, a few ‘years ago, to the 
fourth installment, still undistributed. 

The twenty-six states received the 
three, installments, in proportion to 
their representation in congress. The 
distribution among southern states was 
as follows:

Prices during the week touched the highest 
figures seen since the advance the latter part 
of Jarruary, and show a decided improvement 
over the close last week. It looks as though 
the western crowd, which was active on the 
bull side some months ago, will again enter 
the market ahd support from this source ifs 
expected on any fair decline to be a sustain- 
ing factor. 

The advanoe the latter part;of the week was 
met with heavy profit taking, but offerings 
were easily absorbed and the market respond- 
ed readily to fresh buying. The market is 
nearer evened up now than it has been in 
some time, and. fluctuations will be governed 
largely by the. weather conditions, although 
no serious decline is likely. While many 
points in Texas have had moderate rains, the 
state as a.whole has not been go fortunate 
and conditions are far from satisfactory. The 
west hardly ever makes a good crop with a 
late start and present indications are for a 
yield considerably below the normal. The 
weather in the eastern belt, during the past 
week, has been good and farm work is being 
rapiily pushed in. most sections, but is still 
soveral week, behind last year. gree 9 
standing numerous reports of acreage 
tion and heavy planting of grain, at the ex- 
pense of:..cotten acreage, it looks as though 
farmers will “again .plant for a full crop. , 
There must be a wonderful faacination about 
raising cotton or more of our farmers wolld 
profit from the past season's experience and 
put more Tahkd in grain. “At prevailing prices 
for corn, wheat and meat it looks reasonable 
to suppose that ‘diversified farming would 
prove especially profitable; at. jéast, our 
farmers should try to raise their home sup- 
plies instead of sending so much money 
west. 

The dry goods business is improving-the 
improvement is not startling by atiy means, 


‘| but. it is there all right and prospects point 
‘| to’ a better demand in both cloths and yarns. 


The yarn’ sales for the week show a large 
gain, although most of these sales wére made 
at the expense of pricés. Cables are to the 
effect that India trade is active, and a large 
cloth business is doffig in Manchester.’ China 
inquiries are, numerous, but’ — are still 
somewhat out of line. 

In the large spot markets heavy sales are 
reported at fair prices and in numerous 
smaller markets they appear to be cleaning 
up the remnant of the crop. The New York 
stock of certificated cotton has dropped won 
around 75/000 bales now and it is not prob- 
able that this stock can increase to any con- 
siderable extent before the next crop is made. 
European spinners are none too well supplied 
with cotton and reports from Germany are 
that the stocks held by spinners in that 
country are extremely light. There is a tre- 
mendous amount ofa cotton held in Europe, 
but it does not appear to be owned by the 
mills. The advance in silver metal is sure 
to have a good effect on foreign trade.

Worsted yarns 
aro quite. strong.’’ 

Secretary Hester’s weekl ycotton statement, 
as published in Saturday’s Constitution is 
bullish. The movement is beginning to show 
a decided slump, and stocks at interior towns 
and at the seaboard points continue to de- 
crease at a rapid rate. Exports and spinners’ 
takings are satisfactory.from a bullish stand- 
point. Indications point to a demand for 
every bale of the remnant of the crop, and to

The weather predictions over Sunday are 
for dry weather throughout the belt. Reports 
from the weather department of Fort Worth 
show only .48 ‘of an inch of rain in that 
immediate section for the past 120 days. The 
rainfall for the entire state is far below nor; 
mal and there aré no f{mmediate indications 
of rains. Alread@y a late start in the western 
belt is a certainty. 

Prices have advanced 50 points (on July) 
from the recent low, and of course a moder- 
ate setback, due to profit taking, is likely 
at any time. It looks, however, as though 
there has been heavy profit taking throughout 
the week and the market is left in a very 
strong poition. Many traders closed their 
long contracts, hoping to buy in lowe?, and 
it is certain that there will be sufficient buy- 
ing orders on any dip.to prevent any serious 
decline in prices. The advance and the firm- 
ness shown by spot holders is causing un- 
easiness on part of some of the mills who 
are not supplied with cotton and there is 
likely to be good buying from this source 
next week. 

Cotton is not high. Many points to decline 
last spring, but I hardly see that there is 
any reason for expecting a similaf course 
this season. The conditions are very much 
different. There has never been a crop s0 
rapidly marketed as has this past one, and 
right now there is very little cotton left to 
come out. There is every incentive to hold 
the remnant of the crop for considerably 
higher prices, and although we will no doubt 
see frequent recessions, it is very probable 
that July contracts will cross 11 cents be- 
fore many weeks. A weather market, 
especially in April, is usuajly a good scalping 
affair, and this will probably prove true this 
There is little, however, in the situa- 
tion to fustify short siles, and I would con- 
tinue to advise scalping on the long side. 
Those who are in position to buy on a scale 
down have splendid opportunities for profit- 
able trading on the bull side, but people who 
are not able to stand a temporary decline 
shoul4 keep out of the market, or walt for a 
moderate recession before making purchases.

lost in operations with the subtreasury 
and through gold exports.

' ‘Washington, April 3.—<Special.)—Colo- 
nel Livingston secured the floor today 
in the tariff debate and told the re- 
publicans what he thought of their 
particular brand of statesmanship. 

In ridding the Payne tariff bill, he 
said, in the. fireat place, it would not 
produce the requisite amount of 
revenue to run the government, and 
would therefore make necessary a re- 
sort to other methods of taxation, such 
as an inheritance tax, an income tax, 
higher internal revenue i ~ or an 
oppressive and burdensome stamp tax. 
He. said it was a foolish, burdensome 
and oppressive measure, and that the 
manner in which it had been construct- 
ed was “shameful and ridiculous.” 

By this Colonel Livingston meant 
the exclusion of the democratic mem- 
bers of the house and genate commit- 
tees from the sessions on the tariff. In 
the house demé@trats were present at 
the hearing of witnesses, but were ex- 
cluded when the bill was being framed. 
In the senate finance committee, they 
have even been excluded from the 
hearings and afforded no.opportunity 
to cross-examine witnesses, — 

Owing to a severe cold and painful 
bronchial trouble, Colonel Livingston 
did not speak at length today, but ob- 
tained permission to extend his re- 
marks in The Record. He said if he 
could dictate the method by which a 
tarif? bill would be framed, he would 
entirely revolutionize the prevailing 
method. He gaid the whole aim. of 
congress in passing a tariff bill, which 
is essentially a tax bill, should be to 
see that every man and every industry 
should hear his proportionate part of 
the burden. 

Livingston’s Tariff Principles. 

He said the principles which should 
ibe foremost in framing a tariff law 
were, ‘ 

‘l. Revenue and afiple revenue, 
the country’s growing needs. 

“2. Free trade in those necessaries of 
Jife on which the tariff, in justice to 
the poor, -—might be raised. 

“3. Fair and honest protection for 
country’s industries.

The naming of the receiver and the 
appointment of Mrs. Moody as a co- 
defendant is the result of a threat 
said to have been made by Mr. Moody 
that he would transfer his property to 
his wife, thus avoiding the claims of 
the creditors.

A sufficient decent of antitoxin to, 
supply the wants of the entire state) 
is now on hand in the laboratories of 
the state board of health. The anti-| 
toxin has been made in the laboratories 
of the board, and has seen carefully 
and accurately prepayed i every way. 
Physicians may ure any amount, 
free of cost, by writing or telegraphing 
to the secretary of the board, in care 
of the laboratories in the state capitol, 
Although the amount of antitoxin 
on hand is quite sufficient for imme- 
diate purposes, a sufficient quantity has 
not as yet been margufactured to permti 
the general sending out of the drug to 
be kept for emergencies. It will be 
necessary for the present to restrict 
its distribution to those cases where 
diphtheria actually exists. 

Records will be kept of those phy- 
siclans to whom the drug is sent, and 
they will be required to return the 
syringes in. which it is. contained before 
new supplies are sent. It will. also be 
ecessary forthemtofurnish the name, 
age and -color of the patient and a 
statement as to the result of the treat. 
ment. If these rules_are not complied 
with, the board will be compelled to 
withhold the medicine from those who 
disregard it. 

Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary of the state 
board of health, with offices in the cap- 
itol building, will furnish detailed in- 
formation upon application or furnish 
supplies when ordered.

Number of Certioraried Cases. 

The steady appeal of city cases, and 
cspecially those in which Judge Broyles 
has fined the defendants $500 and 
levied sentences of thirty days in the 
stockade, began about October of last 
year. They have continued almost as 
regularly as the trials of the same in 
the pagice court. 

Summing up the figures in these 
cases makes thé total of fines out- 
standing $6,850, and the bonds $23,000. 
The days in the stockade are 600, with 
9 optional and !! compulsory sen- 
tences.

permitting an early vote on the bill. 

They are not inclined to trade with the 
republicans at all. They realize that 
no concessions granted them in the 
house will be of any value unless left 
undisturbed in the senate. If ‘the demo- 
cratic senators are strong enough to 
protect. these concessions, they could s®- 
cure the same concessions as an inde- 


pendent proposition. 
Promise an Empty One. 

Then the Guty on bagging and ties, 
while it sounds attractive to the cot- 
ton farmer, is said to be a mere baga- 
telle, amounting to no more than 9 cents 
on ea bale of cotton. The revenue de- 
rived by the government from. this 
source last year was only $88,000. They 
thus prove that the promise is an en- 


tirely empty one. 
If the republicans would agree to tax 
cotton imports, they say it would be 4 


different matter. 

The attitude of the republican in- 
surgents in the house makes it impossi- | 
ble to predict whether a special rule 
can be adopted next Monday to limit 
debate and permit a vote on April |0. 
Representative Dwight, the republican

Democrats in Washington have been 
highly amused at the credulity of some 
southern newspapers in accepting at 
face value the statements of Senator El- 
kins, of West Virginia, in regard to 
tariff revision and his appeal for pro- 
tection to the south.’’ : 

Senator BDikins’ concern over having 
the industries of the south protectedy is 
the greatest joke of the whole tariff 
discussion. The senate democrats sat 
back and laughed outright at it, right- 
ly viewing it as the act of an irate 
insurgent. Though a recalcitrant, Sen- 
ator Bikins is firat and last and always 
a republican. He is the owner of large 
coal fields in West Virginia. 

That any sentiment im the south 
should be aroused by his appeal for pro- 
tection of southern industries, was not 
contemplated for a moment by the dem- 
ocrats here.

The tariff bill re- 
ported to the house, which cuts down 
their protection, has arouSed their op- 
position, 

When Senator Scott was asked today

account Of failing health. He suffered 
from an affection of the heart. Ad- 
miral Cervera was born on February 
18, 1839. On the outbreak of the war 
with the United States, he sailed from 
the Cape Verde islands with four; 
eruisers and three torpedo boat de- 
April, 1898; entered the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba May 19, 
and lost his entire fleet off that port 
July 3, in an attempt to force his way 
through Admiral Sampson's blockading 


squadron. 


Portsmouth Mourns Cervera, 
Portsmouth, N. H., April 3.—News df 
the death of Admiral Cervera wagre- 
ceived with regret in Portsmouth  be- 
evasé of his bravery and courtesy. 
He and other Spanish prisoners of war 
arrived in Portsmouth on the steamers 


Yale and Harvard, formerly the St. 


Louis and St. Paul, in July, 1898. The 
admiral and his gurviving officers came 
on the Harvard, July 15. After re- 
maining a week, they were sent to An- 
napolis, where they were quartered un. 
til arrangements were made to send 
them to Spain at the close of the war. 
The admiral returned to Portsmouth 
early in Septembér and rejoined the 
sailors who had been held here. All the 
Spaniards except fifteen who dieq in 
camp and were buried on Seavey’s 
island, sailed for home on the steamer 
City of Rome on September i2.

Priests and the Newspapers 
Have Clashed. About

Guadalajara, Mexico, April 3.—Arcih- 
bishop Ortiz and the priests of thc 
Catholic church here have declared war 
against the anti-clericals who are seek- 
ing to belittle the miraculous power 
of the Virgin Mary. An anti-clerical 
newspaper charged the priests wita 
“manufacturing apparitions” in order 
to frighten the people into believing 
that the Virgin Mary was appearing at 
various places.

WOMAN MUST SERVE 


Brand Renders Decision 
in O’Dwyer Case. 


Athens, Woman Had Been Fre- 
quently Convicted—Was Al- 
lowed to Leave City and Sen- 


tence Suspended by Court. 


Brand’s dédcision in the case of Kate. 
O’ Dwyer, in which he upheld the legal- 
ity of her chaingang sentence, shows that 
the courts here have been exceedingly 
liberal with the woman, instead of per- 
secuting her, as has been reported. 

She has been before the city and coun- 
ty courts many times, and in not a 
single instance has she been found not 
guilty. Upon being sentenced to the 
chaingang last October she was allow- 
ed to leave the city upon the understand- 
ing that if she should return, the sen- 
tence would be enforced. ‘ 

Judge Brand’s decision in part was as 
follows: 

“*Kate O'Dwyer was known as Kate 
Leppard while the present judge was 
solicitor general of this circuit. Her 
life and character and the scope of her 
unlawful operations are well known in 
this cify, Dut not to others, whose sym- 
pathetic attention has been attracted 
to her confinement: Her business since 
1899 has been that of a general law- 
breaker. She has been keeping a lewd 
house, a disorderly house, a place where 
liquor and beer were sold and a noto- 
rious. retreat for men, both married and 
unmarried, 

Arraigned Many Times. 

“Since 1899 she had been arraigned and 
convicted in the municipal court of this 
city three times for keeping a disorder- 
ly house—one time for keeping a lewd 
house, and five times for disorderly con- 
duct. During this time she has been 
arraigned in the city court of Athens 
two times—once for keeping a lewd 
house, which was settled upon payment 
of cost, and once for assault and bat- 
tery, to which she pleaded guilty. And 
during the same time she has been ore- 
sented to the grand jury of Clarke 
county thirteen times; she being charged 
in said presentments, from time to time, 
for keeping a lewd house, keeping a dis- 
orderly house, selling liquor and va- 
grancy. She pleaded guilty in the su- 
perior court to six of these charges, 
had two settled on payment of cost, 
fous nol prossed and one is now pend- 
ing against her undisposed of for keep- 
ing a lewd house. She has never been 
acquitted of any offense in any of these 
tribunals. 

“At the October term, 1906, she was 
again indicted and at this term pleaded 
guilty in two Gases. In addition to the 
knowledge which the judge obtained 
during his service as solicitor genera! 
of the constant infractions of the law 
by this woman, before sentences were 
imposed in said last cases, it~was re- 
liably reported that, when under the in- 
fluence of intoxicants, she was a vio- 
lent and dangerous character; that she 
constantly disturbed the peace and, good 
order of this community; that she a- 
rated a husband from his young wife, 
and sé@nt her word if she made any 
effort to prevent him from visiting her 
that she would run her down and blow 
her brains out. 

Allowed to Leave City. 


“The above statement discloses some 
of the reasons why chaingang sentences 
were imposed when respondent last 
pleaded guilty. -Five days after said 
sentences were imposed and entered 
upon the minutes of the court. she pro- 
posed to the judge that if she was given 
an opportunity she would leave this cir- 
cult and never return, and begged to 
be allowed to do so. Havi no desire 
to send a woman to the ngang, the 
judge granted her request, and told her 
that so long as she temained out of 
this circuit said sentences would be sus- 
pended, but the minute stie returned to 
the circuit the of the court 
would be enforced, and the eheriff was

the spension of the firm of John 
Dickinson & Co., grain, stock and pro- 
vision brokers. In addition to its 
membership on the board of trade, the 
company also held membership on the 
eonzolidated stock exchange of New 
York. 

The firm also had from 250 to 300 
offices scattered throughout the coun- 
try. The liabilities were said to be in 
the neighborhood of $250,000. 

According to J. T. Murphy, manager 
of the Chicago office, the firm had 
been doing a good business here, but 
the trouble, he said, grew out of the 
stock business in the east. He stated 
that Mr. Dickinsor, who is now in New 
York, had wired him that the sus- 
pension was only temporary. 

John Dickinson, the head of the con- 
cern, was suspended from the Chicago 
board of trade about seven years ago 
on a charge of dividing commissions 
with his St. Louis house, contrary to 
the rules. He was reinstated later. The 
firm has been regarded as a bull in the 
wheat market, and it was not believed 
by traders that it had experienced any 
heavy losses recently.

New F ranco-Canadian Com- 
mercial Treaty Inimical 
to ‘United States. 


Paris, April 3.—France-American 
trade interests. are apprehensive that 
the ratification of the Franco-Canadian 
commercial treaty which was adopted 
by the senate April |.will be followed 
by a.complete readjustment of Franco- 
Canadian trade, to the prejudice of 
American trade in the French market 
and German trade in the Canadian 
market. As.finally adopted, the bill is 
more inimical to American exporting 
interests than was the original meas- 
ure.

Washington, April 3.—In view of the 
diminishing supply of pulp-making 
woods and the consequent increase in 
the cost of paper, the serious problem 
which awaits solution is, whence will 
come $ut future paper supply? Interest 
in the matter Hes in the fact that every- 
body uses paper, and it is mresented in 
its serious aspect when one, considers 
that the destruction of our puip-making 
woods goes on at a tremendous rate. 

Experts declare that there are not 
enough spruce foregts standing in the 
Ugited States to furnish a future con- 
stant supply of wood pulp for making 
Paper under “the present method 
of forest conservation and waste. 
It is propable, however, they 
state, that tgere exist  suffi- 
efent spruce forests in this country and 
Canada which,-if protected by reason- 
a@ble ‘conservation, will furnish a suf- 
ficient supply of spruce wood for paper 
making for ali time. dt would seem 
that the production of news print paper 


a 


and other cheap grades of paper are de- 
pendent upon the continuation of/ cheap 
ground wood produced from spruce 
trees, and that condition is likely to 
continue. 

Situation Serious. 

So serious did the select committee 
on pulp and paper investigation of con- 
gress consider the situation that they 
recommended that both the general and 
state governments should endeavor to 
encourage the production of spruce for- 
ests. It was pointed out that the benefit 
to be obtained from continued produc- 
tion of spruce in the future will go not 
only to forest owners, but to the entire 
population. 

Experts of the bureau of plant jndus- 
try, department of agriculture, have 
been making a careful investigation to 
see what can be found to take the place 
of wood for the manufacture of paper, 
and whether the necessary plant is at 
hand, or whether we will have to hunt 
the world over for it. 

The experiments now being conducted 
by this departmeat grew out of the agi- 
tation resulting from the decreasing 
supply of pulp-making woods. Con- 
gress from time to time has made ap- 
propriations to enable the secretary of 
agriculture to .test such plants and 
woods as may be required to ascertain 
if they be suitable for paper-making pur- 
poses. These investigations, under tne 
direction of Nathan A, Cobb, of the bu- 
reau of plant industry, are being carried 
on in cooperation with the bureau of 
forestry, which has a laboratory here, 
available for certain phases of the work, 

As explained by Professor Cobb ‘today, 
paper may be made out of many mate- 
rials, but the tmportant point to con- 
sider is out of what material can emevte 

a profitable commercia 
po Fn y nos saedertesit factors enter 
into this problem. None of the fibrous 
Plants so far experimented with are 
altomether free from disadvantages on 
this point. 

Paper from Corns Stalks. 
The experiments thus far have had to

This is a 
molasses product which undoubtedly. 
will have consideraible food value for 
live stock. The idea is to utilize mate- 
rial of this kind and to be in a posi- 
tion to turn this by-product back to the 
The by- 
product is practically the same as is 
now being used extensively in the south 
as feed for cattle and mules. Congid- 
erable quantities of this molasses are 
fmported from Cuban svgar factories, 
and Louisiana planters are using large 
quantities:of it, ana other planters in 
thé country are coming more and more 
to use it. 

Paper has been made out of corn 
stalks before, but never in a suffi- 
ciently economic way to pay for manu- 
facture, but this by-product may change 
the situation. Ton for ton, the amount 
of pulp from the corn stalks is just 
about the same as from wood, but the 
pulp from the corn etalks is of a finer 
grade than the ordinary wood pulp. 
Immense quantities of it are available, 
which are not now utilized. It is 
cheaper and more easily handled than 
any of the other materials expert- 
mented with. 

» The first important step looking to 
the manufacture of paper from ccrn 
stalks has been taken by Representa- 
tive ‘Stanley, of Kentucky, who has in- 


state an experimental mill for making 
paper from this product. The meas- 
ure has been'held up in the house 
pending the experiments which the 
department of agriculture is carrying 
on to determine whether paper can be 
made from corn stalks on a commer- 
cial basis at a profit. 


AS TO COTTON STALKS 

“Do you regard the manufacture of 
paper from cotton stalks now as a 
commercial possibility?” Dr. Cobb was 
asked today. “I cannot venture an 
opinion as to the outlook for cotton,” 
he answered. “The matter of collect- 
ing and handling coton stalks would 
be even more difficu]t than that con- 
nected with the assembling of corn 
stalks.” 

While it is possible to make a very 
high grade of paper from cotton 
stalks, it has not yet been demon- 
facture paper from this material as an 
facture paper rom this nmiaterial as an 
economic matter. Cotton sfalks are 
much more difficult te- assemble for 
shipping than corn stalks, being much 
more “bulky” and therefore not eas-

Probably no league in ofganized base- 
ball has had so many close and ex- 
citing races and finishes has the 
Southern League. It is only since the 
advent of President Kavanauih, as 
head ofthe: league, -that:any record 
}has been kept of thé league races. Of 
the struggles before the season of 1903, 
there is absolutely no official record. 

However, the five dusty volumes 
| which Secretary Clark Miller so care- 
fully treasures in his office tell ela- 
quently, with their columns of dry- 
looking figures, of contests that at- 
tracted the attention of all Dixie--of 
money, energy and brains expended 
with a lavish hand--all for the* sake 
of bringing to one particular city a 
piece of bunting and the glory that 
goes to a champion. 

The records in Secretary Miller's of- 
fice show that there has been but one 
year in which the championship was 
not -in doubt right up to within a 
brief period from the finish—sometimes 
not until the last day. 

In 1905, New Orleans took the lead on 
May 24, and held it to the finish. Dur- 
ing the greater part of the season the

The record of the season of 1903 does 
not start until June 26. On that date 
Memphis was in the lead, with a per- 
centage of .68!.

Atlanta, 
Birmingham, Shreveport and New Or- 
leans, in the order named, were pretty 
far behind.

14, Atlanta displaced Little Rock in 
second place, and on July (8 Nashville 
went by the: Travelers, who were then 
fourth, although Atlanta held the place 
little more than a week. On August |! 
the Travelers went into second place, 
and began slowly crawling up on the 
leaders, with Nashville, Shreveport and 
Atlanta in turn occupying third 
place. On September 10, just ten days 
from the close of the season, Little 
Rock moved into the lead. They held 
that position but two days, and then 
Memphis again brushed by. They held 
this position by the narrowest of mar- 
gins, and finished 2 points ahead, the 
standing being as follows: Memphis, 
.689: Little Rock, .587; Shreveport, .540; 
Atlanta, .500; Nashville, .484; Birming- 
ham, .480; Montgomery, ..442; New Or- 
lens, .379. ’ 

In 1904, Nashville took the lead on 
May 10, and held ft for twelve days, 
when they were displaced by New Or- 
leans. The Pelicans hung on until-June 
26, when Little Rock went into the 
van. Two days later it was Atlanta 
that was leading the league. On July 
4 the Travelers again went by them, 
and, although Atlanta held the-lead for 
one day on July 7, the Travelers held 
on for exactly a week, when they gave 
way to New Orleans. The Pelicans, 
with never enough lead to be comfort- 
able, stuck until August 10, when they 
gave way to Memphis. They lasted but 
two days, and then up bobbed New Or- 
leans again. Five days from the close 
of the season, Memphis went into the 
lead, and stayed there, the final figures 
being: Memphis, .600; Atlanta, .578;

Other Baseball Dope.

The suggested scheme of numbering 
ball players in a game, as track 
athietes are numbered, is not a new 
one; but, to my mind, it would be a 
good thing. When men are all dressed 
exactly alike, as they are on a bail 
team, it is not*the easiest thing in the 
world to distinguish them on the field. 
Still, everybody wants to know who 
| each player is as he steps to the plate, 
Or as he comes in trom the field after 
making some specially brilliant play, 
and it would be a simple matter for one 
to ascertain the identity of a particular 
player if he but had a large number on 
his back, which number with the cor- 
rect name appended should then appear 
on the score card. 

This may sound or seem silly to some, 
on account of its novelty, but anything 
new in any ggme seems strange, and 
often even ridiculous on its intro- 
duction, as, in fact, do most novel in- 
ventions of any kind. Certain it is that 
this would be an aid to the public, who, 
at the distance they are compelled to sit 
from the diamond, often cannot tell who 
a player is as he steps to the plate. A 
few “‘wise’” ones may scoff, but the ma- 
jority of spectators would warmly wel- 
come such an innovation, and it is sur- 
prising some of the big league teams 
have not yet tried it, for the comfort 
and conveniences of the public should 
‘always be kept strongly in mind by 
| those who make the rules and run the 
games. The scheme has been tried’ in 
football with guccess, and might be ap- 
plied to other games as well. Each year 
‘sees some new improvements added to 
the game, and I hope it will not be long 
till we see this one taken up algo.

Be- 
sides, such squabbles always mean poor 
team play and bad feeling within the 
ranks, and nothing cowld be more 
TInimical to sucess. Doubtless McGraw 
has some of this latter point sharply in 
mind in standing so firmly by his first 
decisidn tn the case. It may result in 
the loss of a good fielder, but he will 
save his team-spirit and the team’s good- 
felléwship, which is worth more than 
a dozen good players.

New Football Rules. 

We read that the football rules com- 
mittee have made a few changes in the 
rules of the great gridiron game, one of 
which at least is to be highly com- 
mended. 5 

Hereafter, the report goes, a goa). from 
the field shal] count for but 3. points, 
instead of 4 as heretofore. Whis is a far 
better estimate of the real worth of a 
field goal, and, goodness knows, it has 
taken long enough for the committee to 
make the. change. Fifteen years ago the 
vaiue assigned to a field: goal was 5 
points, while at that time a touchdown 
counted for but 4 points, so that a team 
that scored a field goal would actually 
be defeating a team which had made 4 
touchdown, provided the ensuing try for 
goal was a ‘failure. 

The drop in value first to 4 points and 
now to 3, while the worth of a, touch- 
down has simultaneously been increased 
to 6 points, simply indicates hoy, great- 
ly the kicking, and especially the drop 
and place kicking games have developed 
in the last dozen years. Most any old 
team can score a goal from the field 
nowadays, but not any old team can 
score a touchdown—no, indeedy; Next 
year we shall not see so mutch time 
spent by teams practising on the goal 
from the field.

Jack was playing 
second for one of the clubs when he 
was tendered a position. Umpiring ap- 
pealed to him, and he contracted the 
habit. Irate fans and rowdy players 
have essayed to cure him of it, but 
there is nothing doing. Jack is the 
daddy of the umpires today, and Ban 
Johnson would no sooner think of run- 
ning his league without him than he 
would of crossing the continent in a 
freight car when Pullmans are flitting 
in every direction, says a California 
exchange. 

When Johnson organized the Amer- 
ican League one of his very first acts 
was to employ Sheridan. Ban had seen 
him handle players in the minor ball 
leagues, and therefore knew his worth. 
Umpires have’ come and gone in the 
American League, but Sheridan stick- 
eth closer to him than a brother.
